‘HAT rebellion in Nicaragua whose 

head Uncle Sam cut: off last year 
fq still wriggling {ts tall vigorously 
enough to cause the United States 
government a lot of trouble. The tall 
consists of General -Sandino and his 
band, who. are holding out in Nueva 


- [ Segovia, where the leader has set up 


‘a new “republic,” A few days ago the 
American marinés, fn conjunction 
jith the Nicaraguan constabulary, 
fought those rebels. for several days 
‘and took the town of Quilall, but six 
marines were killed and many others 
wounded. Washington was aroused 


verse criticism of the administration’s 
conduct of the Nicaraguan affair, and 
after the President had discussed it 
with the cabinet orders. were issued 
for the immediate dispatch of: 1,000 
more marines to the scene of action. 
The reinforcements were gathered at 
Quantico, Paris island, San Diego and 
Panama. At the same time it was an- 
nounced that Brig. Gen. Logan Feland 
had been ordered ‘to. proceed to Niza- 
Fagua and take over command of op- 
erations there. 
the foree of marines in Nicaragua up 
te. 2,415 men. 

Secretary Kellogg, following a 
funcheon conference with the Presl- 
dent, issued a formal statement an- 
nouncing the government's intention 
to “co-operate with the constabulary 
of: Nicaragua effectively to establish 


order throughout that country and’ 


make possible the holding of a free 
and fair election which we have un- 
. dertaken. to. supervise.” 

- The secretary reiterated that this 
government and Nicaragua consider 
the Sandino forces 4s bandits. “It 
will, be recalled,” Mr. Kellogg ‘said, 
“that both. sides agreed to lay down 
thelr arms. and that they did so with 
the exception of a comparatively smali 
body of men under Sandino, which 
has since béen augmented by Inwless 
eiehnents.”

A LITTLE TALK ‘ON THRIFT 


(By 8. W. Straus, President Amer: 
ican Society for Thrift.) 


Buying a home on the installment 
plan, when the terms and conditions 
are equable is an excellent way of 
practicing thrift. : 

One concrete example may be 
given, which is typical of thousands 
of cases throughout the - United 
States. A young married man who 
earned his living by keeping’ books 
for a number ef individuals and amall 
business concerns, was making about 
$250 a month. This was. just enough 
to meet his current expenses. He 
did not find himself able to lay by 
anything for an emergency and the 
outlook of bettering. his conditions in 
lite was dark, 

A business man for whom he did 
work persuaded him to buy a house 
on the installment plan. He was able 
to find one for $122,000 that was suit- 
ed to the newts of his family in the 
eity of 15,000 where he resided. 
Owing to the fact that he was a 
young man of sound character and in. 
dustrious habits, he was able to se-~ 
cure the necessary backing ard pur- 
chase his home on a contract calling 
for monthly payments of $140. 

This constituted quite a burden to 
him, considering his income, but in 
three years he has built up a sub- 
stantial equity in addition to which 
his property has increased in value 
at least $1,000. Meanwhile, his in- 
come has increased about $150 a 
month. More and more of his month- 
ly payments are, of course, going in- 
to equity so that he is now rapidly 
getting ahead, where three years. 
ago he was, financially speaking, in 
a treadmill, 

‘It is perhaps not always possible. 
for a family without resources and 
of limited income to make such an 
arrangement, although one doubts if 
any young man of good repute could 
not find within. his community those 
who are willing to assist him in such 
a@ worthy venture, 

It is unfortunate that in the de- 
velopment of thrift in this country, 
the process of saving money and put- 
ting it in a savings bank has been 
emphasized to the exclusion of other 
worthy methods of getting a start in 
the practice of thrift.. More encour- 
agement should be given to home 
owning on the installment plan.
